the mouth of Cod Chalking out the Way we muſt Walk to ſave 
our Souls, Emphatically Commands us to turn our hearts drunk 
with the Love of Creatures, to God, and to puniſh by Abſtinence 
and Faſt, the Rebellion. of theſe Members that fir muting'd by 
conſear, and ther by overt Ads warr'd againſt our Saveraigns 
Laws, Convertimins ad me in teto cords veſtro, in Fejunio: And this 
is not enough, but we muſt waſh the. Impurity of our Thoughts 
with the ſalt tears of our Eyes, and wipe them of with the Gighs 
and deep groanes of our hearts, in flets & plenttu, and the heart 
that was the Harbor of our Crimes muſt be.Rent with grief and 
ſorrow, Scindite Corda veftra;he proceeds further to tell us that to 
accompliſh the juſt meaſures of true Repentance, we muſt nor 0n- 
ly proſcribe the uſe of unlawfull, but alſo temper the uſe of Law- 
alt things: Egredjarar ſpenſus de —_ Let the Bridezroom go 
forth of bis Chamber, and the Bride out of her Bride-Chanber; all this 
1s too Lictle if the Priefis, the Miniſters of che Lord between. the 
Porch and the Altar,will not weep and cry parce Domine,parce po- 
pMlo to: Spare G Lord, ſpare thy People, and give not thine Inheritance 
into reproach,that the Nations have Dominion over.them;, and when all 
this is done,after we Chaſtize our dodies in the ſevereſt Exerciſes 
of Morrification, after we afflift 6ur Souls with the deepeſt Re- 
ſentments of grief for our offences, after we deny our ſelves the 
uſe of things inoffenſive, ard have our cauſe Recommend:d to 
Heaven by-the Intereefſion and publick Prayers ef the Pricfts and 
Miniſters of God: Let all Sinfull Souls with Dread and Fear, Re- 
mark what ſlender aCurance we have from this Organ of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, of the ſecuriry of our Salvation when he leaves us Rtill 
in doubt whether the Lord will Convert and forgive us, Qs ſcit 
ſs convertatur et Ignoxcat Deus; O terrible words if they thatleave 
no Corner of their hearts to entertain any other thoughts, alſet- 
Sch as unite them to God in Love and Charity, 2nd deteſt their 
Sormer faults, can have no aſfurearce of the ſecurity of their Sal- 
Yition, what bopes can thoſe have, that [ncloſe all their deſires 
within the Circle of Wordly Intereſt, and fall into a certain 
blindaeſs and hardneſs that Render them Inſenſible to all the 
Movements of Grace? how ſurc. is Hell for thoſe that put uP 2 
raree

three Headed Idol of Honours, Wealth and Pleafares in oppoſ. 
tion to the holy Trinity dedicating thereto, all their thoughts and 
aftions ( a practice commonly Fcl.owing men of Quallity and 
Courtiers ). if thoſe that abdicate dignities, d-ſpiſe Riches. and 
lead a life in continual Purgatory of voluntary Chaſtizment: 1pon 
their own bodies, do labour under a deadly Fear of looſeing 
Heaven, Finially if the humble penitent, the poor in ſpirit, and 
the Righteous man cannot determine whether he lyes under the 
difgrace or favour of God, quia nemo ſcir an amore vel odio fit dig- 
35, There is no ground for the ambitious Courtier, the ſenſual 
Libertine or the Injuſt States-men to expect Salvation. Gentle. 
men this ought to be the Subjeft of your Frequent Meditations 
this Holy time of Lent to Reclaim you in your vanities, to work 
your Salvation in Trembling fear, that may diſpoſe you to true 
and ſevere works of Penance end Repentance, and undervalne the 
deluding and treacherous Honours, Riches and Pleafures of this 
Falſe world, by which Miliens of Souls do Eternally periſh. It is 
what the Son of God Commands yon to do in the leſſon of the 
Goſpel read this morning; Nolite theſumrizare vobis theſauros in tera 
and it is what I deftgn to perſwade you to; In order to which 1 
will divide this diſcourſe into two parts, The firſt whereof will E- 
vidence, the vanity of all worldly Treaſures, for which men do- 
expoſe themſelves to Perdition, and the Afiftions that attend 
them, the ſecond will ſhew their Inconſtancy, and Conclude by 
Inference from fuch premiſes, that they are not fir objets to ad- 
juſt the deſires of a Rational Soul whoſe capacity is of fo vaſt an 
Extent that nothing but the Treaſures of Heaven can fl it. This 
ſhall be the Subject of your Sacred Majeſties favorable attention, 
which 1 beg; and thedifcourſe | intend co make, after we [mplore 
the Grace and help of the Holy Ghoſt and {ſalute the ever Bleſſed 
Virgin, with the Archangel Hay! Mary &c: 

Before [enter upon the proofes of my divſion, 1 maſt undeceive 
any that may mifftake my Intention to lefſen the Credit of true 
Honours in this world as Contrary to the Inſtitutions of Divine 
Laws or mveigh againſt Riches as of themſelves repugnanttoSal- 
vation, or againſt moderate pleaſures as inconſiſtent with the E- 
ternal happineſs we aſpire to kn the other world: Such Propofiti- 
075 mere ſhootsof Herefy, Blafphemy and Cruelty, when the Au- 

thor 
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thor of Nature in the: firſt 'draught of the world gut 'of nothing 
coppied Monarchy ( which Lmplyes all Dignities and Honours} 
in the perſon of Adam, with an abſolute Dominion over all that 
was Created,and Furniſhed him with plentifull means to fy 

the Grandeur of ſo great a Title,in the Yallallage of all the Crea- 
tures he SubjeQed to his Power, without any Reſtriftion in 'the 
uſe of any part thereof to gratific his delires, except the uſe of 
the forbidden Tree. 

[n- the Rate of corrupt Nature, in which the paſſions of man 
kindled to an exceſs. of -unrulineſs, through the loſs of Original. 
Juſtice ; Providence ordained the Power of Kings with the-Chas 
raer of Greatneſs, which imports a right in ther to Command, 
and impoſes upon all SubjeQs an indiſpenſable ebligation of Loy- 
alty and Obedience; and. in reference to wealth and pleaſures, 
there is no innovation, only .a task of labour and pain, added in 
the acquiſition, as puniſhment for ſin, and a regular moderation ig 
the uſe, Squared by the Rules of God's Commandments, and Pre- 
cepts of the holy Church, to make it meritorious. 

[t is not therefore Honours primarily lodged by Providence & 
Natyre in the perſan of the King, and flowing from him by a cer. 
tain'Emanation to athers gradually qualified by the merit of their: 
Loyalty, and ſignal ſervices in their many and different ſtations; 
and degrees, that come in diſpute as a ſubjcet of refleftions from 
the Goſpel of Chriſt : But the corrupt meaſures taken by many 
that aſpire to them without any other merit than their ambition, 
apd the perverke uſe made of that Eminence. by others ; who 
ought to recede ſo far from avy vice, as they are exalted to ap- 
praach in dignity, to the Prince that confers it ; in whoſe Front 
is {tzamprt the Image of Gad*s Power and Authority, and by con- 
ſequence an obligation to Vertues ſuitable to that Supreme De- 

ree. | | , 
, Riches al, waich were given by the hand of- God for the uſe 
of life, and ought to ſerve vs as inltruments to acquire Heaven, - 
are no- further blameable, than they are converted by us into Ene 
gines, to wark Iniquuty, as holy (r7egory faith ;\and by our folly, 
or rather madnels, ate railgd: to fgh; a height of eſteem in our - 
fancies, that baſely forgetting. Gad, the only and'true Center of : 
our bappineſs, we fx our laye uponn them, 2s the ultimate end to 
accampliſh all our dewes. © God

. God has placed man in an earthly Paradiſe of pleaſure, to give 
tim therein a commencing taſte of thoſe future foll contentments 
he was to enjoy -in the Heavenly Paradiſe, after his tranflation 
from the Pilgrimage ; and though for his difobedience, he and his 
poſterity were attaintcd, and baniſhed from thence, yet in their 
baniſhment they were not left {o unhappy, but they had in the 
midſt of affilictions, ſuch a micafure of contentments and pled-- 
{pres in the enjoyment of- Creatures, as may in the religious uſe 
thereof, lead them to conclude the endleſs pleafures that confift in 
the fruition of the Creator : But ſuch-is the malice and ſtupidity 
ynder which men did in all ages, and,do labour, that ſhutting their 
eyes to Reaſon and Religion, without regard to Rewards or Pu- 
niſhments, to Threatnings or Promiſes, to Heaven or Hell, they 
make Dignities, Wealth and Pleaſures, the Butt of all their aims, 
by open and fecret contrivances, to fill the vacuities of the Civil 
Body, not to ſtrengthen, but to weaken the parts thereof, ofren 
receding threugh Pride, and wanton Ambition, from their Subje-' 
Aion to Authority, even to the contempt of Majeſty, in Sedition, 
and helliſh Rebellions,(ef which our Times do afford too woful an 
experience) ; and trawplinog inferiors by violence and extortion, 
to ſupport their extravagant diſſolution in Debauchery and Luſt, 
and to ſatisfy their infatiable thirſt af Covetouſneſs: and thus they 
facrifice Loyalty ta their Pride and Ambition in Rebellion, Ho- 
neſty to their Avarice in Injuſtice, Vertue to bratiſh Pleaſures in 
- ++ 7 Whos Honour to diſgrace,and their Souls to the De- 
vil, | 

To ſecure you from ſuch diſmal ruines, D. C..S. The Saviaur 
of the World gives yeu a Preſervative, in the preſent Goſjel, 
Notite the ſaurizare vobis theſawros in terra, &c. Heap not up to your 
ſelves Traaferres on Earth , where the Ruft and Moth do Corrupr, 
and where Thieves do Digg through and Steal. Survey all the parts 
of the treaſures of the earth, upon which man throws the affeCi- 
ons of his heart exceſſively to the contempt of God, and loſs of 
bis Soul, and you ſhall ind. them perpetaally waited onby the 
ruſt of Vanity, the moth of Affiiftions, and the thieves of Incon- 
ſtancy, to corrupt their-nature, uſe and permanence. It is the 
DoQtrine of the Holy Ghoſt denounced by the witeſt of Kings, 
and proved by: him ia: the experience of- the greateſt trexſbres -_

mationem ; Let covetous men fill their Coffers with the Gold 
of the new found world, the Pearls fiſhed in the Seas of Aſia, 
the Jewels brought from the remote Regions of the Eaff, and 
call it treaſure; Let Honour draw out long lifts of Anceſtors, 
with exaCt Records of their Proweſs and Feats, fo fill parchment 
with Titles, and call it Nobility of Blood ; Let Nations with ar» 
med Bands run to the deſtruion of one another, and the ſubdued 
ſerve for a foundation to ereft Monuments of Triumph to pre 
the Glory of the Conqueror, and call it ViQory : Let the felt. 
intereſted Statesman deviſe new Matims of Government to puſh 
forward his own ends, under colour of publick good, though de- 
ſtrvQive to many, and injurious to God and his Church, and call 
it Policy : Let Pride pleafe it ſelf in proportion of Parts, and a 
ſupply to the defeft borrowed from a Dreſs, little becoming the 
Gravity of Ebriſtian Religion, or conformable to the Doftrine of 
St. Paul, or the praftice of the holy primitive Chriſtians, and call 
it Beauty All-a-mode: Let Ambition glory ia the dependency and 
flattery of many underlings, and call it Power, in Authority to 
Command, and adminiſter Laws to others, and call it Dignity, in 
the plenty of worldly ſubſtance, and call ic Riches: Let ſenſuality 
find new inventions to gratify the guſt of ſenies, and call it Plea- 
ſures : Burt the Holy Ghoſt, by the mouth of Solomon, in all theſe 
finds nothing but Vanity ; in omnibus invens vanitatem. 

I muſt ſte back from Solomon to hear what his Father David 
ſays, in the 42 P/alm, Te ſons of men, how long «ve you of heavy hears, 
why love you vanity, and ſeek after lying. Quod mendacinm queritis, 
what lying ſeek you after, faith holy A«ftiz. In ſhort, Afundwn, 
the World, which is expreſs lying, and open falfhood; this is the 
reward of all your fatigues. O ſenſclefs worldling ! this is the 
Hire of all your Laboursy, this is the Crown of all your Vitories, 
the Fruit of al your Toils, ns the wr of all your Ffoubles ; 
Fallit vos quod gueritis, mendacinm fant queritic ; Ton imagine 
the World bv ara able to affard afl content to your deſires. When 
the Holy Ghoſt gives ic the Name of an horrible and dreadful! 
Deſart, flPd with monſtrous rad blood-thirſting wild Beaſts : be- 
cauſe ia it, Paſſions and Concupiſcences do rule, ——— 
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of any Laws, beſct with Thorns and Bryarsz becauſe in every 
ſtep you hit upsn ſome Affiftion that grieves;Corrupted with the 
lafeftion - of Peſtikent ayr, becauſe there are Pernicious Exam- 
ples of wicked Livers: darkned with Frightful ſhades, Becauſe ir 
is Governed in Ignorance of Heavenly things: Repleniſhed with 
Croſs and By-waysto lead Aſtray; becauſe ir i; full of Errors and 
perverſe Inſtitutions: wihtourt Reſtoratiues to Refreſh our weak- 
neſs; b:cauſe it has no true pleaſures, to quench the thirſt of or 
defires: ſounding wich the abominable noiſe of unlucky Birds, b:- 
cauſe there is nothing ſo ofcen heard as Contumelies againſt 
Neighbours, and Blaſphzmys agaiolt the great name of God: Re- 
mote from any Succour, becauſe the miſchances that happen ure 
often incurable: deſtitute of any true Felicity, becazſe it is the 
ſink of all Evils, Deſertum vere © «r;dum er terile reputat ſeculumons- 
ne hos faith venerable Gilberrx5upon thoſe words of the Canticles, 2c: «7, 
Que eſt iſta que aſcendit per dcſertum, and 1 muſt Cry with the Cat. -. 
ſame Author, how is it poſtible that men, Endowed with Reaſon 
and Profeſſing the R:ligion of one true and Eternal God ſhould bz 
drawa by the ſcent of a defart fo deicribed, to love any thing 
therein contained to the Contempt of God and his Laws in (ach 
a meaſure, that a}l Cures daily applyed by Gads Preaching Mini- 
ſters either propoſeing the joys of Heavenly Glory for a Reward 
of vertue, or the Immineat danger of Slavery and Miſery, which 
is viſible and apparent, as a Teinporal Corrc<Ction to Reclaim our 
Manners, or Eternal fire as the Ever'ating puniſhment of final 
perſeverance in fin, are ſo Far from producing ia us the deſigned 
EffeCts, that all their Endeavours ſeem to be Incentives, rather 
then Lenitives, to the diſeaſe of (elf love,& the love of the world.

of the world were not overruling arguments of the Folly and 
Madneſs of thoſe, that Employ their Labours, their Sweat, their 
Blood, all their deſires, their 1 houghts, their Induſtry, their Bo- 
dies & Souls in a purſait to purchaie them. They ar: not only Fal- 
lacious and Fayned,but alſo Dolorous & Affiiting, they deceive by 
their yanity,a2d torment with their miſery. The Roſs is the C7m- 
bol of pleaſurs, whence the Carnal Infidels belching their Blaſphe- 
mous thoughts againſt the lmmortallity of Souls, ſaid gap. 2: Let 
us Crown our ſelves with Roſes before they wither; In Paradiſe, 
faith great Baſilivs the Roſe was without Thorns to ſh:zw that

things in which men place their happineſs in this world, and you 
ſhall-fiad that no one thing is free from a peculiar Melancoly oc- 
caſion of Evil that follows it, Honours are perpetually waited on 
dy Envy which often Contrives their diſgrace; Riches by Fears, 
and Anxieties, Reputation is obnoxious to the venom of detratti- 
on, Pleaſurs do breed di\ſtempers; Frieneſhip is often made uſe of 
to work Treachery, in Marriages there Raign Jelouſies, and Chil- 
dren to their Parents do prove ungratfull Acca*nas in Feathers, 
felt the ſame grief that Tormented Regulus upon a Gibber ſaith 
Seneca, to hinder his repoſe, Tam vigeiuat in pluma, quam Regalus in 
Cruce, And Dioniſius his Diſhes proved unſavory to his Gueſts, for 
the Sword that hung over their Heads,ſo unlimited are the Miſe- 
ries attending the Pleaſurs of the world, that even in the Throne 
they cannot be divorced:and Selevers Taught by the Experience, 
declared that whoever knew the weight of the Scepter though of 
Gold, would not honour it to lifc it from the Dun2hilt, and if 
Kings and Princes ia the mid& of their Might and Power ſunk 
under the Croſſes and Anguiſhes they endured to ſuch a deſcent of 
diſreſpettful Expreſſions of the Scepter and Crown, who can Ex- 
peCt to find in this world, any true and accompliſhed Felicity, 
or any ſolid Comfort or Joy ? I will not Inſtance the particular 
Circumſtances of every mans Troubles in the purſuit of that parc 
of the worlds yanity he Ayms. at, 1 will only ſay the acquiſition 
thereof coſts. him greater paines, then the enjoyment gives Con- 
tent; what labors do not the Covetous. undergo for their: Riches, 
The ſenſual Epicures for their Pleaſures, the vain to ſupport their 
Pride, and the Ambitious. to Attain to Dignities?
